Inglewood Raid Story 


Is Told By Speaker

The Covina Woman's clubhouse was 


crowded on Wednesday evening to lis- 
ten to an address on "The Duty of the 
American Citnzen," by Hugh R. Pom- 


I eroy, secretary of the Redondo Beach 
11 chamber of commerce and a member of 


the Klu Klux Klan. The program was 
opened by prayer by Bov. Daniel Staf- 
ford, Covina postmaster. D. S. Foster, 
as chairman, of the evening, introduced 
the speaker, who said in part: "The 
foundation of true American citizen- 
ship \is based upon the formation of a 
high' ideal cultivated in the home and 
developed through all phases pf life— 
religious, 
commercial 
and political. 


The recognition of law and order is 
necessary to the well being of society 
and any dereliction of duty on the part 
of a public official should be brought 
to the attention of the proper officials 
with sufficient force to insure a remedy 
for the evil. The great American pub- 
lic too often forgets that the responsi- 
bility for the election to office of a 
good or bad official or representative 
rests upon their action at the polls, and 
the. sooner they awaken to a full reali- 
zation of the power they possess, by an 
intelligent use Of the ballot, the,clean- 
er will be oar polities, the. more-Effi- 
cient our service and the more prosper- 
ous and contented will be the commun- 
ity." 


In "addition to delegations from Azu- 


sa, Glendora and other valley points, 
tljere were .present a number of business 
men from Eedondo Beach, and for the 
first time in this . valley, the story of 
the Inglewood raid was told by those 
who were able to furnish firsthand in- 
formation.

leged, by the proprietors of the winery 
raided. He told of one of the boys of 
the school being afflicted with total 
blindness by drinking this bootleg whis- 
key and of others .who had been under 
the doctor's care for days on account 
of it» use. The raid, said the speaker, 
was not planned by members of the 
Klu Klux Klan, but by the outraged 
citizens of Ingle-wood and vicinity. 


The first union church service, last 


Sunday opened with a spleiidid start 
tlhe local campaign for the Wright bill, 
Mrs. Hattic C. Young of the sWte W. 
C. T. IT., and Hon. C. H. Bandajfl being 
the speakers. Once each year the "co- 
operating" churches give a meeting to 
the local W. C. T. U.. and because of 
the importance of the coming vote, 
held up for referendum, upon what is 
often called "the little Volstead act 
of the state," a special meeting was 
held early. There was good dhorus 
singing, with Mrs. B.andall Chew at the 
piano, a vocal solo by Eev. Mr. Clark 
of the Methodist church, and there was 
an excellent attendance. 


Mr. Bandall very briefly reviewed 


the present status of prohibition, de- 
claring, that the eighteenth amendment 
was a success, in spite of the noisy pro- 
paganda to the contrary, citing the re- 
cent publication on the subject by the 
National Manufacturers' Association, 
which, reports an overwhelming prohi- 
bition sentiment throughout the coun- 
try among bankers, business firms and 
manufacturers. He made a 'Strong plea 
for an intelligent knowledge upon the 
subject, and,, most of all, a readiness to 
'assist getting, out the "good" voters, 
who might otherwise bo indifferent.

for next year.

as so much of promise that the man- 
gers of various packing houses, togeth- 
r with prominent growers who have 
een this heater in operation, feel that 
growers should see this heater demon- 
trated and have asked Mr. Buckley of 
ao company to come down on that date 
nd make a demonstration. 
The Iteater is the result of several 


months demonstrating since the Janu- 
ry freeze and is the product of prac- 
ical men who put in many strenuous 
ights with the smudge pot. 'They have 
jiven it every test that they know how, 
vith the exception of actual freezing 
weather; and now they want the grow- 
rs to pass their judgment on it. 
This is not a pot; it is a heater, hav- 


ng a separate fuel container. It will 
iurn any kind of oil. The container 
olds ten gallons and will run from 24 
o 30 hours before refilling. The fuel 
s fed into the burner by a small quar- 
er-inch pipe, with a valve to adjust 
he amount of heat needed, and over 
he burner is a stack with a heat de- 
cctor eleven inches in diameter and 
,bout 30 inches high. It has splendid 
icat combustion and throws out practi- 
ally pure heat with little smoke. By

It lias been said that "genius is an 


infinite capacity for hard work." A 
great merchant prince once, said that the 
secret of his success was not in Ms or- 
ganizing ability, nor in his financial 
methods, nor in his expert salesmanship, 
but in the fact that in the critical years 
of his business career he was down at 
his store between five and six o'clock, 
every morning, while other men' slept 
or read newspapers.

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System That Stops Panics 


Have you ever noticed below the advertisement of your , 


national bank the words, "member federal reserve system?" 
And have you ever stopped to figure out what that system is or 
realized what a wonderful help it has been in bringing the 
United States through the reconstruction period without what 
used to be called a panic? 


The banks have profited by the world's experience that it 


is usually better to work with other people than to work alone. 
"Why do men form themselves into such associations as Rotarians, 
Masons, Knights of Columbus, Oddfellows, Elks, and so forth? 
It is because they realize that in union there is strength and that 
societies multiply the strength and effectiveness and resources 
of the individual members. 


Just so with money, as a pamphlet issued by the First Na- 


tional Bank of Los Angeles well shows. Men work and save and 
deposit in banks their savings or the ready money needed for 
business use. In every bank there are many deposits. Few of 
them, may be large, but taken together they become much more 
useful than if they had been kept separate. 
Taken together they 


enable a bank to lend to its customers the money they need for 
the carrying on of business. Thus the money of many individ- 
uals serves the business needs of cities and the farming needs of 
the country. 


A federal reserve bank does for banks almost exactly what 


an individual bank does for its customers. It receives money 
on deposit from such banks as have become members of the fed- 
eral reserve system, and lends to them. All national banks are 
members of the system and some state banks and trust companies 
also have joined. Every member bank is required by law to 
keep with its federal reserve bank an amount of money which 
bears a certain proportion to the deposits it has received from its 
customers. This is called a "reserve," and as the federal re-? 
serve banks keep the reserS^es of their members they are called 
"reserve" banks. At times member banks borrow from their 
federal reserve bank just as individuals borrow from their own 
bank. Individuals cannot deposit money with a federal reserve 
bank, nor borrow from it ;^ their relation with it is through the 
member banks. 


Before the ft-ueral reserve system was in operation each in- 


dividual bank stood virtually alone. The weakness of this system 
was shown in the panic of 1907. The federal reserve system was 
adopted as a result of the experiences during that trying period 
and it has made the country practically safe from panics. 


Your Neighborhood 


Lots of people live an isolated life. They cut their own 


grass, sprinkle their own lawns, drive their own autos—all alone 
—and never stop to think that they do not live in a.neighborhood 
spirit. It is because of such conditions that the old neighborhood 
spirit lias just about died out. Of course people who live isolated 
lives never do much for a neighborhood. They eat and sleep in 
their own homes, and that's about all that makes it home. 
They're honest and respectable, of course, but that isn't all that 
is expected of a person. If you live near people you ought to be 
friendly with them. No town or community can become greater 
than the people who live in it, and if a majority of our citizens 
should act like a few we know it wouldn't be a community 
worth making a home in. 


We'd rather go out and camp alongside some running stream, 


where at least the birds would affect some sign of friendliness, 
than hang our hat in a house located among, people who have 
forgotten how to smile, and how to visit among each other as 
our forefathers did. When you no longer care about your neigh- 
bors, when you shut within the castle of your own conceit and 
defy anybody to break into your heart or life, you no longer 
amount to much in your town or community, though you may 
have plenty of money and consider yourself a very important 
personage.

they had made an exhaustive survey 
of the territory under consideration, 
and notwithstanding the fact that most 
of the committee started out with a feel- 
ing of skepticism in regard to the use 
of the divining rod, they were forced 
to admit that there must bo something 
in it. Covering a distance of two miles,

were 


strongly in favor of the predominance 
of oil.

)f Johnson, and although they did not 
in every particular agree as to the vol- 
ume of oil which-, may be found, yet in 
[cneral location and direction the re- 
sults of their tests tallied st> closely that 
the committee members were forced to 
the conclusion that there must bo some- 
thing in it. 


A. O. Hays, when called upon, made 


the statement, that if there is any merit 
n the indications given by the "wig- 
jle stick," there is more- oil in Charter 
Oak than in Santa Fe Springs. 


G. F. Rinehnrt urged the taking of 


immediate action on the part of the 
ranchers to protect their interests. Ev- 
ery day, he said, geologists are going 
over the ground and are making investi- 
gations. He would like- to see the lum- 
ber for the first derrick on the ground 
tliis week and operations started before 
outsiders get busy. 


Henry Damerel urged the friendly co- 


operation of all interests in the success- 
ful development of the project and as- 
sured them of the hearty support and 


ood will of the people of Covina to- 
ward the attainment 
of a 
project 


which, if successful cannot fail to bene- 
fit every community in the valley. 


On motion by H. A. Miller, a commit- 


tee of ten was appointed to draft a 
form of lease, to be presented for con 
sideration at the next meeting Monday 
night.

vice-chairman, Judge George E. Waldo 
of Pasadena, that such a call "has 
twice resulted-in an agreement by the 
Bepublicans upon one candidate, who 
in each case was elected by a large 
majority." And the resolution contin- 
ues that "it is the unanimous opinion 
of members of this committee that all 
Eepublicans of 
the 
Ninth District 


should give their solid support to but 
one Eepublican candidate in the coming 
primary election." 


The conference will consist of 352 


delegates, which will include the mem- 
bers of the Ninth Congressional Com- 
mittee, the State Republican Commit- 
tee, the Eepublican 
County Central 


Committee, and of representatives to be 
chosen from the Eepubliean clubs in 
the various Assembly districts, the Ee- 
publican clubs of each Assembly dis- 
trict to be entitled to three times as 
many representatives as there are mem- 
bers of the Republican County Central 
Committee in each of said districts re- 
spectively, such representation of each 
Assembly district to be apportioned 
equitably between the clubs of the As- 
sembly district. 


The ninth district is now represented 


by Walter F. Lineberger of Long Beach, 
who is a candidate for reelection.

will be from the Congressional Commit- 
tee, State Committee, Eepubliean Coun 
ty Central Committee, and the club, re- 
spectively tabulated as follows:
